SERIOUS EVIL ON NAVAL 
"STATIONS. 


ADMIRAL'S VIEWS. 

In apite of the progress of medical 
science malaria continues to be a 
serous evil on several of our naval 
stations, Writing tothe Times, 
Admiral Sir William Hender- 
son pointed out that white 
drill will resist’ the —mos- 
quito bite; while duck will not, 
a fact, he suggests, evidently not 
realised at the Admiralty, judging 
by a Fleet Order promulgated not 
long since. Admiral Henderson has 
had long service on mosquito-infest- 
ed stations, and, therefore, as h: 
says, he speaks from experience. 
Once again 
the “simple sallor” is to the fore. 
The able medical men on the staff 
of the Naval Medical Department 
have long studied, and are ati!l 
studying, the problem of how best 
to deal with the malarial poison. 
Admiral Henderson points out that 
the best way to deal with it is to 
prevent the mosquito injecting the 
poison ‘at all, so far as this js prac- 
ticable. The older naval generation 
will recall the time when tha 
Mediterranean Station was regard- 
ed aa more deadly than the West 
Coast on account of Malta fever, 
tind how the cause of this malignant 
malady defled the scientists until— 
at least, so the story runs~-some 
“simple sailor” suggested that dirty 
goats’ milk might have something 
to do with it. 

Let us not be misunderstod as 
seeking to minimize the inestim- 
able value of the work done by the 
naval medical profession in the pre- 
vention and cure - of. tropical_dis-, 
eases. The moral of Admiral Hen- 
derson’s letter is a perfectly simple 
one—hbegin at the very beginning, 
as Mra. Glass taught us to do in her 
famous recipe for: making hare, 
soup. Science, of course, has t> 
depend largely upon theory, and ‘it 
tends to ignore the elementary. 
The difference between drill and

“It took me seventy-three days," 
interview,

My running expenses were £76, 
and the whole journey coat me 
£345. ; 

‘“Pravelling through Baluchis- 
tan, Persia, Iraq, Syria, Greece, 
Bulgaria, Jugoslavia, Hungary, 
Germany, and Belgium, I have had 
a wonderful experience of the 
roads of many countries, It speaks 
well for the general standard that 
we only had two punctures during 
the journey, on whfch we averaged 
at nineteen miles an hour. 

“The roads in the Near East are 
better than most .of those in 
Europe. Germany. has about the 
beat of the Continental roads, but 
there is none anywhere to equal 
the British roads. 

“While on the road between 
Bagdad and Damascus we were 
attacked by Arabs, but we Inked 
up with a motor caravan and won 
through without mishap.”

ANOTHER CHANGE. 
Burton-on-Trent Scrap 
' Their Trams. 


Mr, A. B. Slater, M. Inst.T., Gen- 
eral Manager of the Transport 
Department, Burton-on-Trent Cor- 
poration,. in an article in.the July 
issue of ‘Bus and Coach" gives 
details as to why and how he’ re- 
placed his trams with Guy four- 
and six-cylinder petrol buses, In 
considering these ‘changes he says 
that so far as could be estimated 
there was no hope of the revenue 
of the tramways being able to pro- 
vide more than. the working ex- 
penses, leaving the capital charges 
and any sum spent on renewals to 
be provided out of rates. Further, 
a considerable outlay would have 
been necessary in a few years for 
renewing rails, foundations ‘and 
overhead equipment, and any ques- 
tion of a considerable programme 
of re-making main roads in the 
borough would have to be studied in 
relation to the retention or other- 
wise of the tramways. eee 

From the date of inauguration of 
the trams in 1903 to the end of 
March, .1929, the ‘sum of £65,640 
waa taken from the rates to meet 
copital charges and renewals, whith 
meant an amount of 2d, in the £ on 
the rates over a period of 26 years. 
After a long and anxious consider- 
ation, therefore, the Tramways 
Committee decided to abandon the 
whole of the tramways, and Decem- 
ber 31,.1929, saw the-final closing 
down: of the Tramways, System. 

Whilst the Tramways System had 
been in operation ‘the Burton-on- 
Trent Corporation had already been 
running o fleet of 23 Guy petrol 
buses to deal with traffic from. the 
outskirts of the town, and these 
buses had earned‘a profit each year 
since the commencement.of the ser- 
vicea in 1924. When scrapping the 
trams, therefore, a further 18 four- 
and six-cylinder Guy vehicles were 
ordered by the Burton-on-Trent 
Corporation, and the bus mileage is 
now 18 as compared with 6% miles 
of tramway track. 

With the scrapping of the trams 
the fares were entirely revised and 
in a large nuinber of cases consiter- 
ably © reduced, or tha. fara stages 
lengthened.
